by Stan Turrini, Editor of NCNA Heads and Tales, the 
official publication of the Northern California Numis- 
matic Association on ‘Show 'n Tells' at club meetings. 
Clubs vary, with some not allowing show 'n tells, and 
others depending on these for their programs. 


Stan feels that: 


Show 'n tells are personal. It is maybe the only 
chance when members might gain insight into each 
other. 


Show 'n tells are rewarding. Sometimes a brief 
talk might cause someone else listening to add to, or 
answer, or to reply to an appeal or question. 


Show 'n tells are ignition. Sometimes one show 'n 
tell can ignite a lively and extensive discussion, 
adding to the whole meeting and compensating for any 
lack of a formal program. 


Stan maintains that coin clubs are not attended just 
to sit, vote to pay the bills, or drink a cup of poorly 
brewed coffe; rather coin clubs exist to bring hobby- 
ists together, even if for only an hour or so, and 
show 'n tells are just that. Show ‘n tells encourage 
members to be open and sharing.

CURSE OF THE CAHUENGA PASS TREASURE 


In 1866, Ceneral Placido Vega collected over $200,000. 
in gold coins and heirloom jewelry to help finance the 
Maximilian War in Mexico. The General sent an American, 
an Englishman, a Mexican and a military agent to San 
Francisco to trade the treasure for arms and ammuni- 
tion but on the way, the military man, who had sole 
right of approval to make any transactions, died. The 
three cthers. wary of depositing the loot to a bank, 
busied it in the hills outside San Bruno. 


The men, however, were unaware a shepherd named Diego 
Moreno was watching. After they rode away, Moreno un- 
earthed the six bundles and discovered enough gold and 
jewelry to allow him to return to Sonoro Mexico, a 
rich man. En route to Mexico, he reached the Cahuenga 
Pass (north of present day Hollywood) had a premoni- 
tion he was going to be robbed, and buried the parcels 
beneath a landmark tree. 


While waiting in Los Angeles to resume his travels, 
Moreno became ill and Don Jesus Martinez, a wealthy 
rancho owner, invited him to convalesce at his home. 
In appreciation of his kindness, Moreno told Don Jesus 
of the treasure and promised to share it equally. Al- 
most as soon as he made.the promise, he went into con- 
vulsions and died. A few days later, Don Jesus and 
his stepson Cumisindo Correa, went to the Cahuenga 
Pass to search for the treasure. As soon as they be- 
gan digging beneath the tree, Don Jesus had a seizure 
end died. Terrified, his stepson fled, vowing never 
to set foot there again. 


Meanwhile General Vega's three agents returned to the 
San Bruno hills to retrieve the treasure. Finding it 
gone, the Mexican and Englishman accused one another 
of theft, drew pistols and killed each other. The 
American escaped, only to be murdered in an Arizona 
mining dispute a few years later. 


In 1886, a Basque shepherd noticed his dog pawing 
furiously beneath a large tree in the Cahuenga Pass. 
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Upon investigation, the shepherd found a partially 
unearthed rawhide bundle of coins and jewelry, which 
he interpreted as a sign from God to return to his 
home in Spain. Afraid of robbers, he sewed the 
treasure into the lining of his poncho. He was wear- 
ing the heavy garment when, on a dock in Barcelona 
Harbor, he lost his balance, tumbled overboard and 
drowned. 


In 1892, nearly 30 years after Diego Moreno died, 
Don Jesus stepson, Correa, heard the story of the 
parcel found by the Basque shepherd. Knowing that 
five more bundles existed, he planned to search for 
them. On the day of the dig, however, he was killed 
on a Los Angeles street by an unknown assailant. 


The Cahuenga Pass treasure was never reported found. 
Perhaps it remains buried somewhere in the pass be- 
tween Hollywood and the San Fernando Valley, daring 
modern treasure hunters to test the power of its 
curse.

His nght hand 
holds a long handled hammer over his head, poised to strike a cylindrical apparatus 
containing a pair of dies with a coin blank between them which he is holding in his left 
hand. A translation of the Latin inscription around the outer part ts “Saint Eligius, patron 
of those who collect coins.” 


The inscription on the reverse of the medal. at the top, is JEROME H. REMICK / 
SAINTE-FOY / QUEBEC / CANADA. In the center is a group of quartz crystals. A 
beaver with a pair of crossed geological hammers is to the right. The reverse side of a 
1985 Canadian cent is depicted. At the bottom are the words NUMISMATE ET 
GEOLOGUE 


Eligius was born in 588 A.D. Early in the decade of the 630's he was appointed Royal 
Finance Minister by the Frankish king, Dagobert I, of Gaul (now part of France). 


At the same time one of Eligius’ duties was Mint Master at the Paris Mint. This was a 
“shoe-in” for Eligius; he was a very talented goldsmith and coiner. having practiced both 
trades since he was a youth of twelve when he began his apprenticeship at the mint in 
Lemoges, France. 


Eligius made at least a dozen coins for King Dagobert which bear Eligius’ symbols of 
“ELIGI” and his special upside down anchor. In 640 he was appointed bishop of Noyon. 
Eligius was a great humanitarian in his day, fighting against slavery and other injustices 
of his barbaric age. He died in 659 A.D 

Saint Eligius is also the patron of engravers, goldsmiths, metal workers, and 
blacksmiths. He is best known in France. where there are a number of Saint Eloi 
Societies as well as several towns that bear his name.

THE HALF MOON DAALDER 


When the Dutch East India Company sent Henry Hudson an 
a voyage to find a northern route to Asia, it hardly 
realized that his failure would be one of the first 
steps in the opening of the New World. Hudson unautho- 
rized exploration of America's northeast coast was soon 
followed by Dutch settlements and the establishment of 
the province of New Netherland. Although the colony's 
days as a Dutch enclave were short, its contribution to 
the American saga has withstood the test of time. 


The Half Moon Daalder (shown above) is a tribute to 
more than 375 years of Dutch-American heritage and to 
those who started it, Henry Hudson and his crew. It is a 
joint effort of the Mint and the New Netherland Museun, 
made possible by a grant from a leading Dutch seafaring 
family, the Wijsmullers. Hudson's bust is based on a 
1620 portrait by Paul Van Somer . The date 1609 is sym- 
bolic of the year of the famous voyage. The depiction 
of the Half Moon is taken from the actual plans for 

the ship, which was relaunched in 1989. Its name ap- 
pears in English and Dutch, reflecting the nationali- 
ties of the original crew. The name 'Daalder' was cho- 
sen both because of this large silver coin was in use 
at the time of Hudson's voyage and also because it is 
one of the ancestors of the present Dollar. 


The Half Moon Daalder (Halve Maen Daalder) carries the 
bust of Henry Hudson on the obverse, the "Half Moon" 
on the reverse and was struck in .925 Sterling silver, 
38mm in diameter, and weigs 25 grams.

Harold E. Hibler and Charles V, Kappen issued a 

book on So-Called Dollars in 1963, and one of the 
medals in that book is of the Convair Astronautics 
Plant Dedication in 1958 - General Dynamics Corpora- 
tion, San Diego CA. 


These medals were sponsored and issued by Convair, and 
struck in their Tooling Department. There were 125,000 
aluminum pieces issued, of which 12 were gold-plated. 
There was also a small number struck in copper. 

These medals were presented to visitors at the new 
plant dedication July 12 1958. At the time the book 
was issued, the copper species was listed at $45.00. 
gold-plated aluminum for $12.50 and the aluminum at 
$7.50.

A BAD PENNY MAKER ALWAYS GETS TURNED LN. es 


To think of counterfeiting one-cent pieces 

4s an attack on logic. Government agents 

found it equally incredible. As of August 
17, 1909, the Treasury Department wasS aware 
of only one instance when bad pennies were 

made for circulation. 


During late Spring and early summer of 19:09} 
reports claimed confectionery stores, corner 
groceries and neighborhood taverns in Brook- 
lyn's Eastern section were being inundated 
with spurious coins. So concerned was the 
Government that three of its top agents were 
assigned to track the counterfeiter with 
seemingly high production but low ambition. 


Secret Service agents Costange, Klinke and 
Schroeder followed the ‘bad - cent' trail 
that ultimately led to two counterfeiters - 
Augustino Suriano and Bernard Vecchio. blde 
was soon apparent why the pair selected cents 
to copy. Both men were molders employed by 
White's Brass Foundry, located in Brooklyn's 
industrial section at North Third and Berry 
Streets. 


The company had been without a foundry fore- 
man for several months, and Suriano and 
Vecchio were reported to have taken advan- 
tage of the situation by trying their hands 
at a little free enterprise. They turned 
the company's time and its brass material 
into copper-colored one-cent pieces for 
themselves! !
